This action has been made neccessary 
for sanitary reasons, and military 
discipline must prevail in these tented 
cities if the health of the inmates is 
to be preserved.

Leading lumber dealers of the 
Coast announce that there will be no 
considerable increase in the price of 
lumber needed in the reconstruction of 
San Francisco, Since the first of the 
year, there has been a slight advance 
in the price of logs. The milimen have 
had to pay this advance, but they will 
not increase milling rates to cover any- 
thing but this added cost. There are 
70,000,009 feet of lumber in San Fran- 
cisco at the present time and steam 
and sailing vessels are bringing great 
cargoes from northern points. In ad- 
tion, there are supplies of redwood 
lumber at Antioch that are available 
for building residences.

WASHINGTON, May 12.—(Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.}] The Naval Bureau 
Equipment received some interesting 
,reports from the wireless telegraph 
operators of the service on ddty on the 
Pacific Coast of messages received and 
sent during the excitement. at San 
Francisco.

The operator at the naval station, 
Port Arguelles, 220 miles from San 
Francisco, received twenty-five mes- 
sages during the day of the earth- 
quake, which messages he carried 
eight miles to the nearest telegraph 
Station and sent out to the world. 

Of great value were the naval wire- 
less stations at Yerbe Buena and the 
Farralones. Communication at one 
time was established with much profit 
with the wireless outfit which had 
been erected by a boy enthusiast at 
Alameda. 

Arrangements have been made for 
the extension of the wireless service 
on the Pacific Coast and it fs contem- 
plated to expend something like $65,000

FOUND NEAR CAIRO. 


Prof. Petrie Locates the Remnants 
of the Temple of Onias Built by tne 
Jews Thousands of Years SGefore 
the Birth of Christ—Place is Re- 
ferred to in Book of Exodus. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
BOSTON, May 12.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.}] One of the most important 
discoveries concerning Egyptian an- 
tiquity has just been announced here 
by Dr. William Copely Winslow, D. 
D., who has received word from Prof. 
Petrie, the famous Egyptologist. 

Dr. Winslow announces that Prof. 
Petrie has discovered the treasvre city 
Raamees, or Rameses, bullt by the 
Jews in bondage thousands of years 
before Christ, and has uncovered the 
remains of the Temple of Ontlas at 
Tel-El-Yapudich (Mound of Jew) 
eighteen miles h of Cairo. He has 
also brought to light evidence of the 
premence of the Hyksos Kings (The 
Shepherd Kings) in Delta, thereby 
solving an interesting puzzle in this 
point, and thus identifying the treas- 
ure city Raameses. The construction 
of the city is referred to in the first 
book of Exodus.

It is no uncommon thing to s¢e be- 
tween the hours of 7 and 8 o'clock in 
the mornings as many as 600 teams in 
river-bed between the streets 
named above, all loading for their first 
trip. These teams make from two to 
half a dozen trips a day, according to 
the distance. Teamsters are enabled 
to make good wages at this work. It 
also gives employment to a small 
army of pick-and-shovel men who load 
the wagons. 

This activity, while most extensive 
in the district lying between Macy 
street and Ninth street, because of the 


tere, really extends all the way along 
the river- within the city limits, 
and well up the bed of the Arroyo Seco, 
On this latter stream there are estab- 
lished several gravel sifters and stone 
crushers.

mortgages. And so when the new con- 
stitution was framed, a clause was !n- 
serted in that organic instrument au- 
thorizing the imposing of a mortgage 
tax covering all money loaned upon 
real estate. People who had learned 
by experience, as well as those who 
had been instructed by a process of 
logical reasoning, opposed this provis- 
ion of the new constitution. It was 
pointed out that the price of money, 
like that of potatoes and cabbage, was 
controlled by the natural law of sup- 
ply and demand. Those who opposed 
the new constitution spoke and wrote 
to this effect. Money which ten years 
before had been bringing 1% per cent. 
a month (the interest payable monthly 
in advance, and if not so paid, to be 
added to the principal, and to draw in- 
terest at the same rate until paid) had 
by this time, through the operation of 
this natural law of supply and de- 
mand, dropped to about 1 per cent. a 
month. It was insisted that the price 
of money would be no less under the 
new constitution than it had been un- 
der the old until a more abundant sup- 
ply of money or a lessened demand for 
the use of it would bring about a nat- 
ural reduction in interest. It was also 
shown that the effect of this law 
would be to prevent foreign capital 
from coming into the State. 

It *was more than suspected that 
some of the greedy money lenders of 
the State were really at the bottom of 
this provision of the new constitution 
and were using blind ignorance and 
dreamy theorizing to bring about con- 
ditions which would enable them to 
keep up the rate of Interest at a higher 
point than they would be able to do 
were outside capital permitted to com- 
pete with them for loans in California. 
These opponents of the new constitu- 
tion put the matter thus: The banks 
will figure that money is worth just so 
much per cent. The tax will be about 
a certain percentage of the face of the 
mortgage. There will be a good deal 
of trouble incident to taking care of 
thie tax. It will require additional 
clerical help, and will make the cost of 
doing business greater. Therefore to 
the natural value of money the banks 
will add the probable rate of taxation, 
plus a moderate increase to cover all 
contingencies and another fraction to 


cover the enhanced cost of doing the 
business. In the meantime, the money 
lenders of the State would have the 
California market all to themselves. 
Foreign capital would not be loaned 
here for the reason that a capitalist in 
New York or Boston would hesitate 
greatly about. loaning money 3000 miles 
away in a State where the laws re- 
quired him to keep close watch upon 
the payment of State taxes, county 
taxes, municipal taxes, special school 
taxes, special irrigation district taxes, 
and no one could guess what additional 
types of taxes. 

This clear teaching, founded upon 
the invariable law of supply and de- 
mand, was lost upon the ears of the 
people among whom populism was 
running rampant. Those were the

Men who are 
guilty of so atrocious an offense are 
entitled to no public sympathy, what- 
ever may be their grievance, or fancied 
grievance, against their employers. 


ECTARIAN FEUDS IN ENGLAND. 


By a curious irony of fate, the 
Liberal government in England, that 
has set itself the task of undoing the 
educational act passed by their Con- 
servative predecessors in office, has 
fanned the embers of secular frenzy 
into a more furious biaze than ever.

Catholics, he has simply tramsferred to 
them the prick of conscience from 
which he ts seeking to relieve the non- 
conformists. As regards the Social- 
ist wing of his party, his compromise 
measure offends because it does not 
provide for a system of secular teach- 
ing, pure and simple. Furthermore, 
a compromise bill is necessarily inir!- 
eate. inconsistent and arbitrary in Its 
details, so that common-sense 

men, free from all sectarian prejudice, 
find this one inacceptable because of 
its manifest unworkableness. There- 
fore, with so much strife on the Lib- 
eral side of the House of Commons, 
added to the uncompromising opposi- 
tion of the Conservatives, Sir Henry 
Campbell-Bannerman is finding that 
he has brought a regular swarm of 
hornets about his ears. 

Without going into the details of the 
new measure, one broad feature of the 
controversy has its amusing side. 
“Passive resistance,” or refusal to pay 
rates for the support of schools con- 
trolled by the Established Church, has 
been the great weapon wielded by the 
nonconformists during the past two 
years. Tens of thousands of people 
have allowed themselves to be prose- 
cuted and sufficient of their effects 
auctioned to satisfy amounte often less 
than a dollar, so that the conscientious 
scruples of these “passive resisters’ 
should not be violated. Incidentally, 
of course, the Conservative educationa! 
law was thereby brought into genera! 


disrepute, and eventually admitted by 
its framers to be impossible in the 
face of such a systematized campaign 
to defeat its operation.

They 
demand sectarian education for their 
children, and denounce as injwatice 
that they should be called upon to pay 
rates for the education of other peo- 
ple’s children, yet be compelled, at the 
same time, to pay fees in private 
schools if they are to have their con- 
scientious scruples satisfied. So they, 
in turn, should Sir Henry Campbell- 
Rannerman’'s bill become law, In _ its 
present form, are likely to pose before 
the world as “passive resisters,” and 
thereby wreck the new law just as the 
nonconformists -wrecked the old one. 
The latter cannot complain; the pen- 
alty of “the biter bit’ is a classic 
form of poetical. justice. The whole 
affair would be a laughable comedy 
were it not for the pitiable spectacle of 
sectarian bitterness in these days of 
progress, enlightenment and broaden- 
ing humanity. 


ETTER CONSTRUCTION,

Counterfeit Coins in a Grave. 


Counterfeit coins bearing the date 
of 1899 and 1897 found in the grave of 
a man who died fifteen years ago fur- 
nish a puzzle for the Secret Service 
agents at St. Louis.

Successful Rabbit Trap. 
Consul-General Bray reports from 

Melbourne that a new rabbit trap is 

being ued in Austrailia with great suc- 


| cess, whereby rabbits may be caught 


alive in very large numbers, It is used 
in connection with smal] trap yarda, 
diagrams for the construction of which 
are supplied by the patentee of the 
traps. The trap iteelf is eighteer 
inches long, twelve inches high, and 
six inches in width. It has a balanced 
moving floor and a door at each end, 
which opens and closes automatically. 
The weight of a rabbit on the inverse 
end of a floor closes the door behind 
him by which he bas entered and 
opens the door in front leading to the 
trap yard, so that the rabbit has no 
option but to go on, and when he 


former position, thus resetting itself. 
The smail trap yards are constructed 
of double-wire netting fences, in the 
spaces between which green fedder or 
hay is cultivated or provided, and, al- 
though these foods can not be reached 
by the rabbits, it entices them to enter 
through the traps to try and get out 
the fodder from the other side. Two, 
three, or more traps may be used in 
connection with each trap yard. The 
invention has been tried with great

But when there is an earthquake cut 
ting up didos anywhere the needle 
makes jagged marks and the greater 
the deviations from the straight line 
the more violent is the earthquake 
The seismometer, to give the recording 
angel of the earthquakes its scientifie 
name, makes, in fact, three separate 
diagrams of each earthquake. The 
first records the vivrations transmitted 
through the earth's interior, and this 
message travels at the rate of ten 
miles a second. The second is on @ 
larger scale and records the slower 
moving vibrations which have traveled 
round the surface of the globe in the 
most direct route, and the third those 
which have been transmitted round the 
earth in the other direction by the 
longer route. The clock which keeps 
the cylinder revolving also registers 
the time upon it. By the aid of this, 
and calculations based on the varying 
rates of speed the selsmic waves travel, 
the professor ig able to locate approxi- 
mately the spot where the earthquake 
broke loose. When the needle begins

After being 
diluted with water the spirit is kept 
for some months to mature, and then 
i. is ready for use. This is a pure, 
wholesome, fruit spirit, with a delicious 
flavor. 

Much of the maraschino sold in 
England if made of “silent” spirit te 
which some cherry flavor is added. 

What is silent spirit? It is aicohol 
made by means of a patent still so as 
to be devoid of any flavor or odor. 
Thus any flavor whatever may be 
added to it. But this spirit may be 
made.from the filthiest refuse, It can 
be made from rags. Usually it is 
made from petatoes in Germany, and 
sold here for a few pence per gallon. 

Now, if this spirit be flavored with 
cherries we have maraschino. But, in 
the rage for cheapness, the adulterator 
does not dream of using real cherries. 
They are far too dear for his pur- 


pose. He uses an artificial flavoring, 
into whose composition not a single 
cherry enters. Here is an essence of 
cherry much used by fraudulent man- 
ufacturers of beverages:

The old road could not be re- 
placed, so a road was constructed on 
top of the débris of the big landsiide.

with straw. This makes it passable 
and the mass tt drying under the 
straw. As there fs little possibility of 
more big rains the road wil) be all 
right till next winter, when this long 
stretch of adobe will give more trouble. 
Those who have investigated this 
part of Casitas Pass urge the building 
of a new grade all the way down from 
the summit of the West Pass on another 
ridge of the hills, two cafions to the 
right. These hills, which join at the 
summit the main ridge, are composed 
of sand and sandstone, while the pres- 
ent route is along a row of adobe hills. 
The cost of the change would not be 
great, while future trouble from the 
adobe would thus be avoided and a 
much safer and more even grade would 
result and the general effect would add 
to the beauty of the Casitas Road. 
Practically all of the Casitas Pass is 
within Ventura, the county line being 
Shepard's Inn. Yet Santa Barbara gets 
the credit of this beautiful piece of 
California scenery. The “Casitas Road” 
begins at the Ventura River fords, 
six miles beyond Ventura town and 
ends at_Carpinteria in Santa Barbara | 
county. It is twelve miles in length 
and there are two passes of about 


equal importance with a number of 


small grades on the south side of the 
East Pass.

FEW weeks ago the Wright brothers niade 
ap extended report of their record of 
aeroplane flights to the Aero Club of 
New York. Although they had been 
yorking on the problem for several years, they had 
heretofore endeavored to avoid publicity. 

The longest flight attained by them up to the 
time of their report was twenty-four miles, which 
distance was covered in something over thirty-eight 
minutes. On straight-away stretches, it is said, the. 
machine traveled at a speed of forty miles an hour. 

So far have they advancefl toward complete 
success that the French Government has already 
made a deposit of $25,000 on account, &nd will pay 
an additional $275,000 for the French rights to the 
invention, provided the terms of a test to be made 
within a short time are carried out. 

According to the provisions of this -test, the 
machine must leave the ground, fly thirty-one miles 
within the hour, with one operator. against an ir 
current of a specific force; must make certain evo- 
lutions and return to the starting point, using a 
motor of sixteen horsepower. 


Inventors Are Confident 


_ The inventors believe they can meet all these 
requirements, as their machine has done even better 
in its flights about Dayton. It has demonstrated 
that it is easily controlled and directed by the 
operator. 

After the Messrs. Wright had made a number 
of private flights in the country near Dayton, fol- 
lowing several years of experimenting in North 
Carolina, they invited a number of prominent men 
ef the Ohio city to witness a series of experiments

The machine resembles an elaboration of a sec- 
tion of a Chinese kite fitted with propellers. The 
inventors took as a basis the two-surface aeroplane 
of Chanute. which that aeroplane pioneer advo- 
cated a number of vears ago, consisting of two 
superposed, rectangular, slightly curved surfaces. 
The principa] problem was to secure stability, and 
this has been attained through the employment of 
horizontal rudders. ; 

The weight of the machine used last year and 
the operator combined was 925 pounds. The motor 
is said to have been a 24-horsepower, four-cylinder, 
air-cooled gasoline engine, weighing about 250 
pounds, or over ten pounds to th. horsepower. 

The liehtest aeronautical motor se far-con- 

structed weighs but 2.2 pounds per horsepower, so 
that. had they desired, the Messrs. Wright could 
have effected a/ considerably greater economy in 
weight. 
Their. object was, however, “to increase the 
scientifie efficiency of the wings and screws, in order 
that even heavily built machines might be carried 
with a moderate expenditure of power.”

“a total of 160 flights have been made with our 
motor-driven flyers, and a total distance of almost 
exactly 160 miles covered, an average of a mile to 
each flight; but until the machine had received its 
final improvements the flights were mostly short, 
as is evidenced by the fact that the flight of October 
5 last—24 1-5 miles—was longer than the 105 flights 
of the year 1904 put together.” 

For five years Lafayette J. Brown, a carpenter, 
of Oaklyn, N. J., has been working to perfect an 
airship that would fly and carry passengers. He be- 
lieves that at last he has solved the problem, and 
is having an experimental craft built by a Caniden 
engineering compa... 

- Brown expects his machine to make at least 
fifty miles an hour. It consists of a car supported 
by two revolving aeroplanes—big Windmill wheels 
fifteen feet in diameter, that are run by electricity. 

These wheels are placed at each end of a beam 


or keel, so that the pull against the air will be hori- 


zontal. Each wind wheel wil) be operated by a sep- 
arate motor. 

From the middle of the keel the car, will be 
hung on a pivot, so that the keel can be inclined. 
Chains running from the car to the ends of the keel 
will control the incline of the planes to 
the height of flight. | | 


Majority Against Gas Bag 


Nearly all students of aeronautics agree that 
when the secret of flight is wrung from the air it 
will be by a contrivance that is heavier than the air, 
and not by @ gas bag, such as Santos-Dumont, 
. Knabenshue and others have employed. 

Most of the European experimenters now work- 
ing upon the problem start out by eliminating the 
balloon feature. 

One of these. M. Vuia, has evolved a machine 
that resembles a giant bat, with a great pair of 
wings covered with varnished silk. This aeroplane 
is mounted on a framework of steel tubing, which 
in turn rests on four bieyele wheels. When running 
on the ground the machine is steered after the man- 
ner of an automobile. 

* In front is a propeller driven by a 25-horse- 
power motor, and it draws the aeroplane along. 
The idea is to have it run along the surface until a 
speed of about thirty-six miles an hour is attained, 
when it is expected to rise in the air and soar like 
a bird. 

Once afloat, it can be steered to right or left 
by means of a vertical rudder, while the altitude of 
flight is controlled by the angle f the wings. 

Vuia’s aeroplane weighs 639 pounds, and, as the 
inventor weighs 164 pounds, it must have a lifting 
capacity of more than 808 pounds. The wings 
measure 7.8 feet from front to back and are 28.5 
feet in length 

Another aeroplane of ‘somewhat similar con- 
struction is the invention of J. C. H\ Ellekammer, 
a Dane. who has already tried it with considerable 
success. 

Ellekammer’s machine has a long, semi-circu- 
lar body, carrying a propeller in front. This pro- 
peller is designed to create a powerful draft be- 
neath the body, drawing the machine thgongh the 
air. 

The aeroplane is twenty-eight feet long and 
thirty-two feet wide across the wings.

Coal Storage Under the Sea. 

A really remarkable discovery is be- 
ing thoroughly tested by the British 
edmiraity. It has been found that the | 
steaming properties of the Welsh coal | 
used in the British navy are improved 
by storage in sea water. The calorific 
value of the coal ts greatly deteriorated 
by long exposure in the open air, the 
sun's rays drawing out all the light 
volatile olls. This loss is greatest at 
the coaling stations tn the tropics.

Very welcome, then, must be Miss 
Rose Anthon’s rendering into Kinglish 
ot some “Stories of India”—tales of 
wise men, yogi and gooroo, wisdom, wit 
and delicate satire in the dress of 
eriental imagery. Miss Anthon apolo- 
gizes, in her introduction, for her in- 
ability to reproduce the color and 
heauty of her original, but, although 
her work lacks occasionally in form, 
she has certainly woven into it much 
of the charm of oriental ought and 
fancy. Owr too frequently roug 
end blatant Western humor, and, 
entice our Western satire, might 
earn much by a study of Bastern 
method—a method to which Cervantes 
and some of the earlier French wits 
and satirists certainly went to school.

The writer of the biog- 
raphy, who was the most intimate 
friend of the young man, announces 
as his reason for writing the book that 
“It has seemed to him that he would 
be unworthy of a friendship such ae 
existed between them, were he un- 
willing to share with others some of 
the beauty of soul which he knew s0 
well, and of which Harper's heroic 
deed was but an expression.” The 
biography is, indeed, the record of @ 
fine and serious and earnest life. 
Young Harper, born in Ontario, at- 
tended the University of Torénto and 
afterwards engaged in newspaper work 
in London and Canada. He appears to 
have been of good intellectual ability, 
but his great excellence was in the 
line of character, and this, indeed, 
shows in his record. It will be ob- 

ted by many people, both to the 
lography and the monument, that 
there .have been numberiess other 
deeds of self-sacrifice as heroic as 
young Harper's, as worthy of monu- 
ments and printed record; and this is 
true. However, philanthropiste should 
rather be glad that at least in one 
case quiet manliness and simple altru- 
ism have received the recognition more 
often reserved for ruthless conquest 
for spectacular heroism.

His cour- 
age and logic, however, won him ac- 
quittal and fame. Called to the presi- 
dency of Princeton College, he con- 
ducted the administration of the in- 
etitution with remarkable and needed 
wisdom. He assisted in the organiza- 
tion of the American Presbyterian 
church; and he was one of the signers 
of the tion of Independence, 
an active spirit in the Revolution. One 
of the strongest and most scholarly 
characters among American ploneers, 
he deserves far more general recogni- 
tion and remembrance than a too busy 
people has hitherto accorded him. It 
is a curious thing that this biography, 
by his great-grandson, the first 
comprehensive account of him as theo- 
logian, author, educator and patriot. 
Mr. Woods's work has been well done, 
and the 300-page book contains a rec- 
ord of his most inspiring character ad- 
mirably set down.

ment.” He adds to this conser- 
vation the further one  consid- 
eration that “work along correct 
lines is often disappointing, be- 


cause physical and mental endurance 
is unequal to the task in hand.” He 
believes that the best instttutional 
work is done where a single strong 
personality is at the head, and is per- 
mitted a comparatively free hand by 
the board of directors. 4 

The wards of the State he divides into 
those who grow up untrained, among 
them the earners of the wagés of sin:

nit. Mr. Pillsbury makes the hearten- 
ing assertion that comparatively few 
boys or girls go Wrong from inherent 
and inveterate evil but most of them 
through ignorance and r manage- 
ment at critical periods of their lives. 
In contrast with his conservatism on 
many points, he is outspoken on this, 
and his word has the more value. Of 
girls who go wrong, he says: “They 
are like other girls, only mone giddy 
and silly because less carefully trained. 
Born harlots there are, but they are 
as rare as born geniuses. Probably 
not one prostitute in a hundred, and ' 
not one wayward girl tn ten thousand, 
is of that character;” and he places 
large responsibility upon the men who 
are accessory before the fact to their 
undoing. His remarks on the indus- 
trial training of both girls and boys in 
State institutions, on the evil of politi- 
cal influence in the management of 
these, on the competition of prison with 
other labor, and on the indeterminate 
sentence, are all well worth reading.

The strike has thrown hundreds of 
men out of employment, and stopped 
the wages heretofore paid them, mak- 
img them non-producers and a drain 
upon the community instead of a 
help. The fact that most of them are 
paid a strike benefit, on which norie 
but unmarried men can exist, does 
not alter the case, but acts as an in- 
ducement for thoughtless men to leave 
remunerative employment to be par- 
tially supported idieness. Further, 
a heavy assessment to carry on the 
Strike has been levied upon every 
union employé in the printing trades— 
taking from them a large per cent. of 
their earni and leaving them 
with less ability to buy the ordinary 
commodities of life. 

But the greatest damage unionism 
has done to Los Angeles is the de- 
portation of hundreds of workingmen 
and working boys, who were factors 
in our industrial life, sending them to 
other cities and towns where often

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THE GREAT FUR BUSINESS. 


How IT Is CONDUCTED IN BRITISH 
NortTu AMERICA. 


From Our Own Correspondent. — 


DMONTON, 1906.—I had a talk last night with one 
Fieri chief fur buyers of the North American con- 
tinent. The. wild lands reaching from here to the 
Arctic Ocean and from Alaska to Hudson Bay supply the 
most and best furs of the world. The Hudson Bay Com- 
pany has been engaged in the business for 200 years, and 
it has sent out millions upon millions of skins to the 
markets of London. It had until a generation ago a mo- 
nopoly of the trade. By its charters from King Charles 
it controlled the whole country and governed it as it 
pl . Tien Canada bought ite political rights to Brit- 
ish N America, and now fur trading is free to all. 
This town of Edmonton, which lies over 300 miles due 
north of the United States boundary, is the center of the 
new fur trade. It has eight firms which buy skins, and 
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the posts and exchange them for the goods. It is all a 
matter of barter. No money passes, and each fur is val- 
ued at so many skine. The standard of value used to be 
a beaver, every fur being worth so many beavers. This 
value was created by the Hudson Bay Company, and it is 
said that they sometimes got extravagant prices for their 
goods through the ignorance of the Indians. According 
to one story, the trader would take a musket and stand it 
on end and then require a pile.of furs high eiough to 
reach the top of the gun in payment for it. In that way 
$1000 worth of beaver skins might be gotten for a $10 
gun. That kind of trading has all passed away, and the 
Indians now get a fair value for their furs. The skin 
which now forms the unit is worth from 35 to 60 cents, 
according to the distance of the trading post from Ed- 
monton, the rate increasing on account of the freight.” 


How the Indians Sell Furs. 


“But does the savage understand the value of his furs?” 
“Yes, indeed, and he understands how to get it. He 
is not.an easy man to deal with, and he must be handled 
in his own peculiar way. Some of our traders visit the 
Indian camps carrying boxes of . goods with them.

the Hudson Bay Company, which has recently erected a 
department store here, and its chief competitor is Revil- 
lon Freres, the great Paris furriers, who have estab- 
lishments also in New York and London, and who supply 
skins and furs to every market of the world. 

The Revillons are fit competitors of the Hudson Bay 
Company. They have been engaged in wholesale and re- 
tail fur trading for 175 years, and they are now carry- 
ing on their business with a capital of £70,000,000, 
or about $14,000,000. They have already established 


posts all over the Northwest, and they are gradually | 


building up a line of stations throughout the lands which 
the Hudson Bay people have always considered their 
own. They have a central station here at Edmonton, 


another at Prince Albert, and a third in Labrador, with . 


two or three hundred branch posts in active operation. 
They are buying furs all along the Mackenzie River, up 
and down the shores of the Arctic Ocean, along Hudson 
Bay and in different parts of Labrador; and they are, | 
am told, getting a fair share of the best skins of the con- 
tinent. 

In addition to this they have, with the opening up of 
the wheat belt, established a great wholesale and retail 
department store here, and are doing business with the 
new settlers. They are, in fact, the Marshal) Field Com- 


pany of the Northwest, and by far the largest wholesale 


dealers outside of Winnipeg. 
Merchandising in the New Canada. 


The head of the fur establishment and the department 
store is a young Frenchman, Mr. Revillon. He is only 
about 26 years of age, but he has already built up this 
business, and has the sole charge of it. It was while din- 
ing with him the other night that we talked about the 
fur trade and the wonderful growth going on here. Said 
he: 
“Tl came to Edmonton from New York about four years 
ago. I had had some experience in our fur houses in 
Germany and England before I went to the United States, 
and the life in New York suited me. When I was told 
to go to Edmonton I rather objected, but I now ‘Tike it, 
and expect to stay here and build up this trade. It seems 
to me that Edmonton is one of the best business places 
on the North American continent. We started in here as 
fur traders, but our wholesale and retail merchandising 
has 6o grown that it is eight or nine times as big as our 
business in furs. We are selling goods as fast as we can 
get them. We import them by the carload, and they go 
out as rapidly as they come in. We have sold several 
carloads of American cotton within the past few months, 
and have now on hand carloads of hardware and general 
supplies. There are altogether about 700 retail stores in 
this immediate territory, and pearly all of them have 
sprung up in the last five years. The settlers who are 
coming in have plenty of money. They want the best 
goods, and are not backward in buying.” 

During our conversation I asked Mr. Revillon to tell 
me how. fur trading is carried on in this part of the 
world. He replied: 

“Nearly all the furs sofi are brought in by the Indians, 
and we buy or trade direct with them. We know the 
goods they most prize, and ship them in wagons to Atha- 
basca Landing, where they go by the different waterways 
to our various posts. The Indians bring the skins to 


such times they never mention trading u their ar- 
rival. The white trader tells his Indian that he 
has come out to make a friendly call. He asks after the 
health of the tribe and of each man’s wife and family. 
He smokes with them and talks about the weather and 
other things for hours and hours. Indeed, a night often 
passes before any business is mentioned. The next day 
the trader may ask one of the-Indians if his luck has 
been good, and if he says yes, it is the sign that he has 
furs and is willing to trade. If he says no; the waite 
man goes on smoking. After a time the Indian may 
thaw out and pull a mink skin from inside his coat and 
aek the trader what he will give for it. If the price is 
right he will sell it, but if not, he will bring forth no 
more skins, and the business dealings are ended for that 
visit. If he is satisfied he may pull out another mink, 
gradually giving up all he has for gale. He has to be 
treated diplomatically; he is sensitive and suspicious, 
and it takes skill to handle him. 


“Do the Indians make much money in that way?” 

“Yes, I have known braves who made two or three 
thousand dollars a year. The average Indian does well, 
however, if he nets three or four hundred., But much or 
little, it ig all the same. These Indians do not know how 
to keep money. They never consider the future. They 
barter their fure for goods as soon as they have them, 
and they eat up their supplies as fast as they can. They 
buy the most extravagant things. I know an Indian, for 
instance, who received $1900 for some furs. The first 
thing he did was to d to Quebec for a plano, which 
cost him, all told, a thousand dollars before it was de- 
livered. He did not know how to play it, and after a few 
days he tore it apart to see how it worked.

E came to anchor in the early morning, and as 

« tome crisis prevented the tender from doing its 

duty, our steamer was surrounded by small boats 

in which were a clamoring crowd of boatmen eager to 

row the passengers ashore. How long they had been 

there we did not know, but that they had not break- 

fasted was evident by the cry of enthusiasm which wel- 

comied the appearance of a broad-bottomed tub lazily 

oared into the midst of the boats. This was, in fact, the 
breakfast boat. 

A man sat languidly in the center, surveying the crowd 
with amiable smiles. At his right hand was disposed his 
pantry, with everything well within reach. His boat 
was large, and at one side was a emall charcoal stove 
on which the frying pan was placed in readiness. The 
broad stern was covered with loaves of bread, round in 
shape, with a hole in the center, so that the man on oc- 
casion slung them over his arm for convenience. 

In his larder was a large pan of eggs, some smal! fish 


(cents) the buyer got a small sandwich, for four a large 
one. The cook, imperturbable, sat cooking whatever was 
ordered, handing it up to the men with affable smiles, 
and “Ecco, signore, ecco!” But knives, forks and 
plates? Unnecessary luxuries! When the food was 
ready, the cook took the loaf from his arm, cut off a por- 
tion, scooped out a wedge of crumb, laid eggs or fish 
deftly in the hollow, and smilingly handed it up to the 
buyer, who, sitting on the rail of his boat, kept his bal- 
ance, and as he ate washed down his repast with a glass 
of wine taken from a cask in the center of the boat. The 
same glass did duty for all, the cook carefully rinsing it 
in the very doubtful water of the bay. 

From this picture of tranquil life we looked our fill at 
Vesuvius. It had rained during the night, but the sun 
now shone brilliantly, and the clouds, white wisps of in- 
expressible softness, drifted in the light breeze south- 
ward toward Capri. It Was impossible, as one saw the 
smiling beauty of the scene, to realize that past destruc- 
tion wrought by the volcano, and to understand evén a 
few months previous quite a serious eruption had threat- 
ened the safety of the cities and vineyards of the Bay of 
Naples. 

And here and there, round the mountain, within a ra- 


; dius of four miles from the crater, villages and cities 


had grown up again over the ruins of the old. The Ne- 
apolitan gambles on the chances that Vesuvius‘will be 
quiescent, and, reckless of consequences, lives within 
arm's length of the enemy. 

Next*day we took the omnibus train for Pompeii. The 
dawdling medium of transport has its compensations; 
one has time to enjoy the tranquil atmosphere investing 
the Neapolitan at home on his sea beaches. Picturesque 
figures standing knee deep in the breaking waves, form 
in line to pull in the fishing nets, stepping back and forth 
as they sing in rhythmic measure, each man holding the 
same position relative to his neighbor, and no one using 
much exertion. On other strands the work of the hour 
was not begun. The fishermen and boys lay full length 
on the beach in the sun, singing or dozing. Here and 
there, on flat roofs or on sandy stretches, heaps of mac- 
caroni lay drying in the air. Said heaps were being 
scuffed into layers by barefoot boys, who sometimes lay 
full length on the sheets to spread the contents.more ex- 
peditiously,.or easily, by hand. N. B.—Wash maccaroni 
well before using! 

Pompeii dt last! My fellow travelers make for the 
buried city, but I stroll In leisurely fashion to the small 
‘hotel at the gates, and demand opportunity to rid myself 
of the volcanic dust which pervades the trains running 
from Naples to Pompeii. 

“Subito!” is the amiable reply, and I am ushered 
through the hall to a narrow, steep stair leading into a

We turn into a wider street, the stones of which are 
marked with deep ruts, indicating a stream of traffic over 
its lava bed. To our left a high brick wall exténds for 
quite a distance, presenting its blank face to the curious 
onlooker. Is this a modern product, built to protect the 
newly-discovered house we are about to visit? 

“Per Bacco, no, antico! antico!” cries the guide as, 
turning into a side street, following the boundary wall, 
we stand before the open portal of the Casa Vettiorum,: 

The name of the owners, “Vettiorum,” was found en- 
graved on the bronze lintels of the doorway. They must 
have been a wealthy and artistic family, for their house 
yields gems of mosaic and wall pictures. As one steps 
into the atrium, one gives an involuntary glance around, 
as though some of the servants should appear to chal- 
lenge right of entrance to this splendid domain, for the 
| exes of Vesuvius have preserved all its freshness of col- 
oring. The mosaic floors of atrium and cubiculae, might 
have just been laid down. The paneled walls glow with 
color, deep, soft and clear. The wall pictures, framed in 
bars of black or red are gems. On either side of the door 
stand large chésts of iron covered with bronze reliefs, 
supposedly safes for the valuables of the household. Re- 
mains of a staircase are to be found to the left of the 
atrium, but the top etories of the Casa Vettiorum per- 
ished, being of wood. 


From the atrium we pass to the peristylium. The cov- 
ered portico here is spacious. The guide paces it for me, 
and declares it to be 100 feet by 30 feet. In the center 
is a garden, where there are several statues and foun- 
tains, the vines planted there by the authorities in charge 
of the excavations, climbing about them, and gay blos- 
soms flaunting their beauty to the bright sunshine. Here, 
in this enchanting portico, the family Vettiorum possibly 
spent the long summer days, one or other side of the 
peristylium being in shade, while the semblance of cool- 
ays — obtained by the plash of fountains playing on 
all sides. 


Opening from the portico, and so situated that thé 
diners could both see and hear the rippling waters, is the 
triclinium (dining-room), the largest yet discovered in 
Pompeii, and apparently unique in its delicate and refined 
decorations. The color known as Pompeian red glows 
from fhe paneled walls with indescribable depth and 
clearness of tone. The frescoes depict little cupids chas- 
ing one another, making oil, riding birds and dolphins, 
showing a sense of humor as well as power in the artist 
who designed the decorations of the Casa Vettiorum. 
This room has been roofed in hope of keeping the colors 
from fading in the bright sunlight. 


the same protecting outer wall. It was probably occu- 
pied by the major-domo and other servants of the Vetti- 
orum. Here we find the kitchen, really a small place 
considering the large size of the mansion. This kitchen 
is left precisely as it was found by the excavators, when 
the rubbish of the falling building had been cleared away. 
The tripod stands on the hearth over a heap of ashes, 
once a fire; the pot is full of charred food, on the tripod. 
A heap of saucepans lie in the corner thrown hastily out 
of the way by the cook in preparing ‘that meal, destined 
never to be eaten on that terrible day, the last day of 
Pompeii. 

Later on we enter the museum. Ahime! The central 
glass cases In the room contain the plaster casts of 
some of the gay folk of Pompeli, lying as the storm 
struck them, breathing their last ‘while trying with up- 
lifted arm to ward off the terrible raii of ashes and 
stone. A slender woman, surely a beauty in her day, lies 
as though at rest, with her head upon her arm. The 
horror of the hour is carved in the faces of others, of 
men lying on their backs with arms thrown up fruit- 
lessly, to fight against this “act of God.” :

OVER S1x THOUSAND WILD HORSES 
BROUGHT INTO CORRALS. 


From a S pecial Correspondent. : 
ILSON CREEK (Wash.) May 4.—One of the 
most interesting chapters in the history of the 
State of Washington is the story of the dis- 
appearance of the horseman 4nd his horse from the vast 
ranges In the Big Bend of the Columbia between that 
river and Moses Lake, and the encroachment upon this 
territory of the rancher with his plow and barb-wire 
fence, which spells ruin to all horsemen. The final act 
in the chapter has just reached its climax in the big 
round-up, which has covered all this territory of over 
1200 square miles and which has brought into the corrals

For many years this vast range with its rich bunch grass | | 
has been the bonanza of horsemen, and they have been 
allowed to let their vast herds range at will over all this 
country. At that time it was the general belief that all 
this territory was st Ie for farming purposes, and 


the horseman did but litle to dispel this belief. Grad- 
ually, however, owing Ao the optimism and perseverance 
of a few early sotto it has become apparent that this 
land is extremely valuable for wheat raising, and within 
the past three years practically all this portion of the | 
State has been taken up by homesteaders, and is now be- 
ing cleared, fenced and improved. Last winter, when 
it became apparent to the most optimistic horseman that 
there was no stopping the inroads of these settlers, a 
grand round-up was planned for this spring which 
should be the big and grandest event in the history 
of the horse range ind which should sweep clear all this 
range, “Horse Heaven,” it has been known for many 
years. A meeting was held of the twelve or fifteen men 
who owned practically all the horses on this range, and 
plans were laid for the work. 

’ Each owner was to furnish men according to the num- 
ber of horses he was supposed to have on the range, and 
in all there were to be over 250 riders, who should spread 
out and draw into the center all the horses they could 
find on the range. The slick ears, or unbranded horses, 
were to be divided pro rata among the brands. As s00n 
as these plans were made public, buyers began to appear 
from the East, and long before the round-up started, 
practically all the horses were sold to these gentlemen. 
One of the heaviest buyers has been William McCarty of 
Dickinson, N.D. who has bought about 3000 horses in 
all. He intends to ship these horses into Dakota and to 
let them range for a year or more through “Bad Lands” 
until they are in good shape for the eastern markets, 
then he will take them East, after breaking them, and 
sell them as driving horses and saddle horses, Contrary 
to fhe general belief, these horses are not mere cayuses 
weighing in the neighborhood of 900 pounds, Of course, 
there are on the range many such horses, but the gen- 
eral run of the horses is far above that; they will aver- 
age in weight about 1150 pounds, and many of them will 
go above that mark; and, further, they are well-ored 
horses as a genera! thing, and the heaviest can be used 
to advantage for draft horses and heavy driving horses. 

The plans for the big round-up were carried out prac- 
tically as they were outlined in the beginning. The rid- 
ers met at Ephrata for the start on Sunday, April 22, 
after enjoying a grand buckaroo dance at Wilson Creek, 
which town is the home of Soper and Hull, the principal 
horse owners of this range. Sunday the crowd of riders 
and their friends enjoyed a grand barbecue at noon, and 
the afternoon was spent in genuine buckaroo sports, 
horse races, bucking contests, roping contests, etc. The 
general impression throughout the country seems to be 
that on such occasions the buckaroos are a wild and 
reckless set, and that drunkenness, etc., prevails among 
them, but such is not the case. Although liquid refresh- 
ments could be had almost for the asking, practically no 
one was at all under the influence of liquor, and nowhere 
near as much carousing could be noticed as can be found 
on similar gala days in the Bast, almost invariably. 

On Monday the crowd of riders, with their herd of ex- 
tra saddle horses, cook wagons, bed wagods and news- 
paper correspondents, started for the scene of operations. 
The plan was to go south to the junction of the Colum- 
bia River and Saddle Mountains, begin with the moun- 
tains and ride northward, driving all the horses before 
them to the head of Moses Lake, where they were to be 
corralled and divided up according to the brands. Two 
days were consumed in reaching the Saddle Mountains, 


for all the territory north of Ephrata toward the Badger 
Mountains, and some east of Moses Lake, which is still 
open for range purposes, though not nearly so many 
horses will be found in these sections as have already 
been secured. Now comes the routine work of sorting 
out these horses, cutting out the best ones from the 
scrubs and shipping them to the Hast, and this part will 
be of little interest to the ordinary observer, though here 
one can see some fine exhibitions of rope work and some 
good riding. The part of the work which will live long 
in the memories of those who took part in it, and those 
who watched it from the side lines, will be interesting 
life in camp and the glorious picture of these hundreds 
of riders spread out in’a long line and sweeping before 
them toward the north all these wild range horses, many 
of which since their birth had never been disturbed in 
their range on these vast prairies. Of course there have 
been many smal] round-ups before this, but nothing has 
ever before been attempted on such a grand scale as this, 
and never again will it be attempted in the State of 
Washington, for a few years more will mark the end of 
this section of the country as a range and will see the

On such a trip as this, each man is supposed to furnish 
his own bed, which is carried during the day on a bed 
wagon furnished for that purpose. At night you sleep 
where you please, with the sky above you for a roof, and 
this means a pretty cold room sometimes in Washington, 
where a frost may be expected even in July. The first 
night out, Mr. Heywood, representing the Boston Herald, 
dreamed that he had left the front door open and that he 
couldn't get up to shut it, 

Food is furnished by three big bread wagons which 
move along with the outfit from camp to camp, and two 
cooks are furnished with each wagon. Owing to the fact 
that it is so much bother to unpack the outfit and uten- 
sils, and takes so much time, only two meals are served 
each day, the first, breakfast, before breaking camp in 
the morning, and the second, dinner as soon as possible 
after making camp in the afternoon. So there is no 
delay when the cry goes forth from the cook, “Grub up.” 
Since the cooks have to bake all the bread, in addition 
to cooking the vegetables and the meats, one can see 
that it is no small task for two of them to prepare a 
meal for seventy-five pérsons on a little sheet-iron stove 
or over a small camp fire, yet they do this with re 
markable swiftness and success. After riding hard all 
day from thirty to sixty miles, you may be sure that 
there is no complaint as to lack of appetite, and in the 
morning after sleeping in a well-ventilated room and 
with the realization that-one has all day before him 
with nothing in sight to eat, no complaint is ever heard 
about dyspepsia or kindred fills, which are the bane of 
our more civilized though less healthy lives. 

Several times serious trouble was encountered in help- 
ing along the wagons, for it is no easy task to follow a 
saddle trail with a heavily-loaded wagon. Oftentimes 
the wagons had to go for many miles over a trackless

The date of the picture is 1759. At that time Franklin 
was in England as the agent of Pennsylvania. It was 
his second visit to the mother country, but his inventions 
and his researches into electricity had already caused 
him to be regarded as the first of Americans. 

It was for his wife that Franklin wished to have the 
picture, for that excellent lady bemoaned the fact that 
the cares of state kept her famous husband away from 
her so much that she almost came to forget how he 


Willson, who received the commission, was able at that 
time to make $6000 yearly out of his brush, a wonderful 
sum for those days, and proof of his popularity. 

Besides being a portrait painter of note, Wilson was a 
chemist and electrician, which makes it easy to under 
stand how he and Franklin came together. 

The completed picture met with the fullest approval of 
Franklin, who, in letters to his wife, expresses the opin- 
jon that it is a most perfect likeness. It was shipped 
from England to the colonies, and placed on the wall in 


the University of Pennsylvania, which Franklin founded. 

This would seem to be eminently appropriate, though 
the Capitol at Washington, and Independence Hall, Phil- 
adelphia, have als been suggested. rh 

In returning the portrait, Earl Grey wisely refrained 
from imposing any conditions, or even making sugges- 
tions at the destination of the picture. He was content 
to leave that to Americans, being himself merely con- 
cerned in restoring to the United States the picture of a 
great man, which, in time of war, his ancestors had car- 
ried across the sea. . 

It was a generous act, and one that adds to the interest 
of a picture almost priceless in other particulars.

A big white periwig differentiates this 
from more familiar Franklin pictures. In the back- 
ground are forked rays of that lightning with which 
Franklin played in those first daring experiments that 
did so much to make possible the wonderful resources 
of electricity today. 
If the picture is a faithful portraiture, age must have 
sat lightly upon “Poor Richard.” He looks not a day over 
40, and in his face that benevolence and sageness of his 
years, that later artists have depicted, is entirely lack- 
ing.

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CHRISTIANITY SPREADING IN JAPAN. 

Dr. William Ellict Griffis, who was formerly a profes- 
eér in the Imperial University of Japan, and is one of 
the highest authorities In all matters pertaining to that 
country, expresses it as his belief that the prospects 
for the spread of Christianity in Japan are much bette 
now than they were before the war. The fact that so 
many of the prominent generals and Japanese statesmen 
under the new régime are professed Christians has un- 
deniably given a great impetus to this faith among the 
common people.

Herbert J, Hager- 
man. Capt. John F. Fullerton of Socorro, one of the 
bravest and most determined of New Mexico's officers of 
the law, was given the work of organizing and com- 
manding the men. But ten men were appointed, and, at | 
the first glance, this would seem a ridiculous force to 
patrol a territory that is larger than several New Eng- 
land States lumped together. But Capt. Fullerton knew 
the Territory like a book, and he knew where to place 
his men to best advantage. He had the assistance of two 
eapable and courageous, officers in Lieut. Cipriano Baca

When the Klinets no longer possessed slaves, they 
made those whom they took captives perform this sacred 
drudgery until the time when the custom was stopped by 
our government, and as Klinets are not real “In- 
dians,” but belong to the coast peoples, distinctly, this 
is a strong argument that our islanders may have been 
of like extraction. Mrs. Wade was greatly interested in 
other customs which she found during her sojourn on 
Catalina‘Island, this winter, to be identical with those of 
“my Klinet people,”.as she tenderly calls them.

More- 
over, it must~be added that these people gave the Span- 
lards good idea of their canning and deceit, and prac- 
ticed upon them whatever pilfering was possible; at least 
this is the chronicle’s word, and there is no.reason to 
give it doubt. |

There is no doubt that the fathers were utterly’ un- 
selfish in their work among these people. They did not 
comprehend that they were forcing these Indians into a 
sort of civilization for which they were not ready and 
which would bring upon them their inevitable dissolu- 
tion. 


It is remarkable that we do not know even the name 
of these people, or whether they were real Indians. At 
no mission are there any records which tell of their 
number or of their distinction by tribes or clans, island 
from island. When the fathers decided to take them to 
the mainiand, all traces vanished, and their only his- 
tory they unwittingly wrote in their middens and their 
graves. 

The skeletons which have been dug out at the Isthmus 
have usually fallen into ashes upon exposure to the at- 
mosphere. -This happened at once if they were touched; 
but when left just as first found for perhaps an hour or 
two, and then carefully excavated round About with the 
point of a penknife, so that a bed of earth was left for 
the entire mass to rest upon, much could be saved. 
Knives and weapons-of whalebone had beautiful han- 
dies of shell with carved and inlaid work, and all man- 
ner of ornaments and implements were wrought from 
stone with spear heads of obsidian and knives of the 
same stone with shell handles, invariably fastened to- 
gether with asphaltum, as also were the arrowheads 
fastened to the shaft. 

Broken articles were always mended with asphaltum, 
and an added security was given by a longitudinal groove 
in which a thing (probably sealskin) was inserted; holes 
were also often bored on either side of a break and a.lac- 
ing run across to aid the asphaltum in its adhering 
properties, which were doubtless not all they desired; 
but as this material came in from the seq daily, it was 
ever at hand, and they were. accustomed to use natural 
products and to work with nature, not to differentiate 
as is the civilized tendency. | 

On all the hills and dales in the surrounding heights, 
the old middens still show, where in the blackened earth 
the gleam of the broken abalone breaks into the chain of 
rainbow tints; and along the harbor edges there are yet 
»to be seen entire heaps of one sort of shell apparently 
just as they were brought from the sea. These may be 
the common “pyramid shell,” or the clams which live 
in the sands of the back waters of Catalina Harbor, or 
even scallaps, or cockel shells, or the heart clam; while 
heaps of a huge whelk, or rock oyster with purple stain 
at its hinge—that color so enduring it remains for hun- 
dreds of years bright—are come upon occasionally. Nec- 
essarily, the natives used every sort of shell for food, 
and all the little shells which cling to rocks are found 
among the heaps. It is a notable fact that scallops are 


to be seen today in places on the highest ridge, and it is 
only here at Catalina Harbor they could have been gath- 
ered, for this is the only sand stretch back water. 
The question is why did they carry these scallops for a 
.distance of ten or twelve miles and then up to peaks over 
1500 feet high? 

Of course, “things have changed” since the days when 
these people lived here, yet not so much as we are wont 
to think. The goats which the fathers placed here “to 
provide food for shipwrecked men” have served for other 
purposes, yet the trails which these people had used and 
from which they were so ruthlessly torn by the fathers 
when carried off to the mainland were doubtless at once 
taken up by the goats and are to be found today just 
where you need a trail, kept clear by the “sh@ep men” 
and then by the miners, so that only in the last ten years 
have they fallen into disuse. Now the square-meshed 
galvanized wire fence supplants the old brush fence, and 
shepherds have made the vaqueros but a memory. Sep- 
arate pastures are maintained under the skillful manage- 
ment of Mr. McDonald, a man from Scotland who spends 
all-his time upon horseback over new trails which these 
fences render necessary. : 

The old brush fence followed the island, rounding 
peaks, tracing cafions and involving the well-known 
“portezuela;” but the new mesh fence “makes a bee line” 
for its destination, and it is no uncommon sight to see 
it hanging in mid air or weighted down with ponderous .

dancing pavilion is set about with a park of ‘tropical 
shrubs, and palm trees star the landscape as far as the 
eye can see. Barns and blacksmiths’ buildings and 
houses for the men dot the uplands. 

The Old government barracks is still there, although 
it has been converted into a hotel. It was built by 
Phineas Banning and was used as a resting place for sol- 
diers over fifty years ago. Though the shingles are green 
upon the roofs today, through the long halls the tales 
of war are still repeated, and there is yet, perchance, an 
echo to a rifie’s boom. It is from this place that you 
can obtain the finest view of both sides of the Great De- 
pression! Out in the west, beyond the heads of Cata- 
lina Harbor, a setting sun shoots roseate shafts of light 
into the harbor’s deeps, while in the east Bird Island 
rests its tawny head upon the waves, the great Ship Rock 
uplifts, beyond, its mimic sails against the bluest of 
seas, and mainland peaks are

Yet it is maybe out on the spit alone you can “dream 
your dream and hold it true;” for this strange arm of 
shingle reaches out into the old harbor’s deeps so that 
ships may load and unload there as though it were a 
natural wharf. Thirty years ago there was a cabin here, 
too, but all traces are gone today. But just in its lee - 
there are walls of stone yet standing; and farther down, 
in the very water’s edge, there are mines of soapstone ». 
from which, even in late years, excellent steatite has 
been taken. Pots of steatite have been found on San 
Nicolas Island, although the matrix is here at the Great 
Depression. 

Perhaps no more novel sight is to be seen in all Cali- 
fornia than that of the sowing of the seed in the Great 
Depression, these two years past, for all the tillable 
land here is now under cultivation. 

The slopes about Catalina Harbor are given over to the 
pitch pine, the Monterey cypress, and some species of 
acacias; but last year the rich adobe soil was sown’ with 
barley by Mr. Nissley, the manager. Although it had 
never been considered worthy of cultivation, Mr. Niassley, 
as an experienced ranchman, thought it would produce, 
so about forty-five acres were put into barley; but owing 
to the hills and dale and the amount of interposed rock, 
the sowing could not be done with an ordinary machine; 
it required hand work: Mr. Nissley had been taught to 
sow when a boy, by his father, in the old Dutch home- 
stead in Pennsylvania. He can still recall the thick - 
walls and the big fireplaces in the home, where great ket- As 
tles of “butters’’ were boiled down in the fall of the year 
and sausages were set to oook, while candles were 
moulded and cider brewed. The walis of island houses 
are not so thick as those of the old home, and the taste 
of “butters” has long since been lost, but he still knows 
how to sow by hand. This was proved by the yield of 
1000 tons of hay last year, and it was all they could do to 
pack the bales into the great barn at the Isthmus. This 
year, over fifty acres were again sown by hand, and oats 
as well as barley was put in. Now it all depends upon 
the amount of rain how much hay is to be harvested. 

At Middle Ranch there are over 100 acres under culti- 
vation; but there all the latest machinery is used, and a 
—— ranch is maintained under the skillful supervision 
of Mr. Lowe, of the Santa Catalina Island Company.

CROPS BY ELECTRICITY. 


AN INTERESTING EXPERIMENT BEING 
CONDUCTED IN ENGLAND. 


‘(London Tribune:}] “The open fields” is to become a 
phrase of the past. The fields of the future will be cov- 
ered in with a network of wires which will radiate high- 
tension electricity through the crops beneath, and bring 
them to a fruitfulness such as the old-fashioned sun- 
shine could not possibly bestow. 

Such, at any rate, is the potential outcome of experi- 
ments which Mr. J. E. Newman, an electrical engineer, is 
carrying out on a farm at Iron Cross, midway between 
Evesham and Alcester. Twenty acres of arable land be- 
longing to Messrs. R. and B. Bomford are traversed, six- 
teen feet above the ground, by wires suspended from 
poles placed at intervals of a hundred yards. The wires

GLADIOLUS FLOWERS. 


AN EXPERT’s ADVICE IN REGARD 
KEEPING THEM... 
By Ernest Braunton. 
LL are interested in keeping cut flowers, and in the 
coming flower show in Los Angeles many intend ex- 
hibiting cut gladiolus, so that the advice of an ex~- 
pert will be, at this time, of double value. H. H. Groff, 
the famous gladiolus hybridist, writing in the Florists’ 
Exchange, says: . 

“Our whole interest centers in the beautiful flowers of 
the gladiolus, which for beauty and diversity in the 
whole range of color have no equals in horticulture, and 
their durability when cut for table and other decorative 
purposes is unexcelled in their season. Here, it is well 
to be fully informed as to the treatment that will insure 
the best results. 

“Cut the spike when the first flower opens and place 
in water without overcrowding. Remove the terminal 


and freshen the complexion, keeping flesh healthy 
and firm.

“The advent of my new hybrids producing the most 
intense and deep shades of violet, purple, crimson and 
scarlet, hitherto unknown, as well as new yellows and 
other bright colors, makes it desirable that these bril- 
Mant combinations be preserved when the spikes are cut 
for decorative purposes. 

“To insure this most desirable result, place the vases 
of these highly-colored types in the early morning sun 
for an hour or two daily, preferably after renovation and 
renewal of the water. This practice will also enable the 
‘retention and normal presentation of the original deli- 
cate tints and shadings referred to in the preceding par- 
agraph, if so desired. 

“As ft takes about three days after cutting to bring 
the spikes into strong blooming condition, this should be 
allowed for in advance of the date of intended use. The

Landscape Effects. 


Landscape gardening is the embellishment of grounds 
in such manner as to secure natural effects.

There should 
be bfead, open spaces of greensward and heavy masses, 
or groups, of trees and bushes; and the heaviest plant- 
ings should be about the border of the place.

Tue NaME ANCIENT AND DISTIN- 
GUISHED IN UNITED KINGDOM.

£NDBERSON is a name derived from Henry—Hen- 

ry’s son—or from Hendrick—Hendrick’s son; in 

time it became Henrison, Hendrickson, Henderson. 

The name is an old one in Scotland, and the family has 

been living in Fife 400 years and over. The chief seat is 

at Fordell; “Henderson of Fordell” ts a term of distinc- 
tion, and well known throughout the United Kingdom. 

One progenitor was Robert, a man of prominence in 

the reign of James III. James of Fordell was a great 

figure in the time of James IV, Lord Justice and King’s 


. Advocate, and he received a charter under the great seal. 


Accompanying James in the unfortunate expedition into 
England, both he and his eldest son lost their lives, with 
their royal leader, at the field of Fodden. : 

George Henderson, of the next generation, was granted 
lands in the shires of Fife and Edinburgh by Quecn Mary 
of Scotland, and his wife was one of her maids of honor. 
He, too, gave his life for his country. His son, James, 
married Jean, daughter of William Murray, Baron of 
Tullibardine. 

James Henderson was a man of parts, and in great 
favor with James VI, who conferred a singular favor 
upon him, on terms of great honor both to himself and 
his family. 

“James Henderson of Fordell is hereby excused from 


_ attending the wars all the days of his life, in considera- 


tion of the good, true and thankful services, not only 
done by himself, but also by his predecessors, to us and 
our predecessors, of worthy memory, in al] times past, 
without defection at any time, from the royal obedience, 
that becomes good and faithful subjects. Dated at our 
palace of Holyroodhouse, ‘27, and the twenty- 
first year of our reign.” 

Signed by the King. 

Gallant officers in Danish and French wars were 
Henderson stock, and Sir Francis, a colonel under 
Prince of Orange, like so many of his race, was slain 
battle. 

One of the great names in the history of Scotland 
Alexander Henderson, and next to Knox, the most fa- 
mous of Scottish ecclesiastics. The Presbyterian body 
in Scotland largely owes to him its dogmas and organi- 
zation, and he js considered the second founder of the 
Reformed Church. 

Of the assembly in 1641, sitting at Edinburgh, he was 
moderator. Here he proposed that a confession of faith, 
a catechism, and a form of government should be drawn 
up. Afterward he was one of those sent to London, to 
represent Scotland In the assembly at Westminster. 

He was chaplain to King Charles, when he Visited 
Scotland, an®more in sympathy with his religious views, 
perhaps, than his friendg liked to believe. 

While nominally professing respect for the royal office, 
the covenant: prepared by Henderson was entered into, 
for “the defence of the true religion, as reformed from 
Popery.”

He was Minister to England, to pro- 
cure the recognition of Texan independence, and a few 
years later he was special Minister to the United States, 
to secure the annexation of Texas. He was member of 
the State Constitutional Convention, and afterward cho- 
sen Governor. He was also United States Senator. . 


The Hendersons ever proved themselves patriots. 
Lieut.-Col. William was in the Revolution, throughout 
the war, and in every battle fought in South Carolina. 
He was popular with his soldiers, requiring nothing of 
them not shared by himself. ' 

The roster also includes Sergt.-Maj. Pleasant Hender- 
.son, Capt. Thomas and Samuel. 

The family were among the principal founders of the ' 
State government at the close of the war. 

As a race, they have ever been distinguished for intei- 
lectual endowments. 

We find a great number of college graduates, and the 
women, even in the early days, were educated as well as 
the men. Other characteristics are hatred of effeminacy 
and scorn of cowardliness and physical pain. 


Marriage connections include the families of Gov. Alex- 
ander Martin of North Carolina; the Wallaces, the Dal- 
tons of Mississippi, and the Broduax family of North 
Carolina, the latter armigers from the time of Henry V!, 
of England. 

The Scottish branch intermarried with the families of 
Bruce, Stuart, Balfour of Burleigh, and Sir John Hamil- 
ton, Lord Chief Justice.

El dia vispera de la partida 
de Colon estaban ya listos los barcos con sus respectivas 
tripulaciones y cargados de viveres para un afio. 

El viernes 3 de Agosto de 1492, al amanecer se hizo 4 
la vela, llevando 6] la vanguardia en el “Santa Maria” 
Martin Alonso le seguia en la “Pinta” y Vicente Pinzon 
les cubria con la “Nifia,” estos dos ultimos capitanes 
eran los segundos en el mando. Millares de espectadores 
les despedian con hurrahs! y con sus pafiuelos les en- 
viaban sus adioses! mientras otros les despedian con 
sus lagrimas y con sus ruegos que elevaban al cielo 
por su entera felicidad en tan peligrosisimo viaje. 

Colon se dirigié directamente 4 las islas Canarias 4 
donde lleg6 sin incidente alguno y en donde demoré 
tanto como veinte dias por tener que hacer lijeras re- 
paraciones en dos de sus buques. Mes y medio despues 
de su partida segun el calculo del almirante, se hallaban 
4 setecientas leguas al oeste de las Canarias, aunque 4 
sus tripulantes para que no se intimidasen les dijo que 
solo habian andado quinientas ochento y cua- 
tro leguas. Despues de dos meses de marcha 
continua de los barcos y que navegaban con 


y otras circunstancias, habian salido fallidos; las apa- 
riencias de tierra con que en repetidas ocasiones los habia 
engafiado, las refiecciones que Colon les habia hecho, 
despertando en ellos algunas veces la codicia por ia 
descripcion que les hacia de la inmensa riqueza del pais 
al que iban 4 conquister; viendo que todo se desvanecia 
4 la vista de la inmensidad del mar y que cada dia que 
pasaba era mayor su decepcion; empezaron los mari- 
neros 4 demostrarse con la nostalgia en sus rostros y, 
poco 4 fue contagiandoles casi 4 todo el personal de la 
tripulacion; e] temor que tenian de que nunca hallarian 
la tierra que buscaban y de que ese inmenso mar no 
tenia limites y que estaban muy expuestos 4 perderse 
para siempre les dominaba y del temor principlaron 
4 chichisvear y 4 murmurar y aun a quejarse de su situa- 
cion a los jefes inmediatos. No habiéndoseles con- 
vencido de el error de sus temores se presentaron un 
grupo de los tripulantes y le suplicaron 4 Colon volviese 
4 Espafia, alegando que para probar su intrepidez y re- 
solucion era ya suficiente, pues, nadie tendria nada que 
acusarle desde que habia hecho mas de lo ningun otro 
hombre. Colon les disuadié de sus temores y con su 
sagacidad que le‘ caracterizaba unas veces, con su es- 
piritu enérgico otras, les obligaba cada vez que estos 
reclamaban 4 continuar su interrumpido viaje. 


Un dia de esos en que los marineros se mostraban muy 
exasperados por su desgraciada suerte, como ellos decian,

Con 
esta magnifica promesa calm4ronse los 4nimos y Colén 
pudo continuar su viaje.

Por todos estos 
sintomas confiaba Colén en la proximidad de tierra, y en 
la tarde del 11 de Octubre despues de una oracién publica 
por el buen éxito, mand6 acortar las velas y que los bar- 
£03 navegasen con cuidado para no encallar en la noche. 
Durante este tiempo de espectativa y ansiedad ni un solo 
hombre cerré los ojos Colon observaba desde el castillo 
de proa; en esta observacion divis6 Colon una luz que se 
movia en el horizonte y llam6 al paje del guardaropa de 
la reina y se la mostr6é, vidla este y 
esto estaban cuando 4 eso de ja media noche el grito an- 
siado de Tierra! Tierra! se dejo oir lanzado por un mari- 
nero dela “Pinta” que en esa ocasion iba delante de las 
otras dos naves.

Causes of Earthquakes. 


SEISMIC DISTURBANCES AND THE 


eta Laws GOVERNING THEM,

Ne Ne N view of the disaster which has befallen San Fran-

geology that much popular misconception prevails both 
as to the causes of seismic disturbances and the laws 
governing their distribution. 
In general it may be said that there is but one funda- 
mental cause and that different manifestations are en- 
tirely due to loca] geological conditions in affected locali-

formed crust continually causing its disappearance in 
some places and reappearance in others. But as the 
countless cycles of time followed each other, radiation 
dissipated more and more the intense heat of our planet 
and a thin solid crust enveloped the globe of fire. 


At first this newly-formed surface was so hot and un- 


stable that no living thing could cling to it,'and no water 
could collect upon it. The vapors condensed in space 
around the globe would descend upon the heated exterior 
cnly to be again quickly converted into steam and sent 
heavenward. During this period of our terrestrial de- 
velopment it may be said that the earth was in the grasp 
of a perpetual earthquake. The lack of firmness of the 
crust made it susceptible at every point to the least 
quiver-caused by..the boiling, bubbling, contraction and 
expansion of the intensely heated interior. 


In order to understand what follows and the present 


phenomena attending earthquakes we must bear in mind 
the physical law that.matter contracts when coolfhg and 
that a contraction of the earth's volume takes place as’ 
rapidly as it loses heat by radiation. This means that 
its diameter is constantly diminishing and the circum- 
ference at any point must theoretically decrease a little 
more than three times as fast as the diameter. 


Such a theoretical uniform shrinkage of the earth's 


crust cannot occur, however, owing to the variations 
both in thickness and strength of materials comprising 
its bulk. Therefore, we find that as the interior molten 
mass contracts, withdrawing its support from the crust, 
the overlying bulk by reason of the force of gravity will 
' settle down toward the interior by yielding in the weak- 


est spot. 


The vibrations and lateral motion induced as a result 


of the lateral pressure applied during this process of 
sinking are what constitute earthquakes. The resulting 
phenomena differ widely owing to the nature of the 
weakness, which causes a recession in any given place. 
If the lack of resistance in the earth's crust is caused by 
a voleanic crater an eruption will occur simultaneously

with the earthquake. If on the other hand the weakness 
is due to a profound fracture, a profound fault or a, lack 
of intrinsic strength in the materials comprising the 
surface, we will have one or more tembiors in the vicin- 
ity of the defective spot until the surface has settled 
down to meet the modified diameter of the earth. These 
shocks are usually. violent,» but not accompanied by any 
volcanic activity, use ‘there is no place sufficiently 
weak to permit an eruption. The lateral pressure ex- 
erted during earthquakes also causes portions of the land 
to rise in elevation at points more or less distant from 
the enter of the disturbance. In this way are being 
end have been found all the large mountain ranges and 
valleys on the globe both above and below sea level. 


The foregoing explains the occurrence of earthquakes, 
and all other theories advanced are untenable. Condi- 
tions advanced by some as causes of quakes are merely 
freaks or phenomena accompanying certain instances. 
As an illustration may be cited the pressure of impris- 
oned gases in the earth’s interior. There is no well- 
authenticated case where an earthquake has been caused 
by the activity of such gases. But many seismic disturb- 
ances have been greatly modified by their presence and 
influence on the movement of yielding. y" 


From the above it is evident to us all that earthquakes 


| snust continue as long as there is a molten interior of the 


earth undergoing cooling and contraction. We may 
therefore not look for any immediate cessation of these 
natural revulsions, but must hope that the greater num- 
ber will occur in uninhabited localities or below sea 
level. . Their distribution is clearly governed by the geo- 
logical condition of the earth's surface. Places where 
the crust is of sound, strong material and free from cra- 
ters, profound faults and fractures, recent intrusions of 
plutonic rock, recent synclinal folds on very sharp an- 
gles, etc., are immane to destructive temblors. Such 
localities may experience light shocks usually as an ac- 
companiment to severe shakes in affected neighborhoods, 
but destructive action is never present. 


Where the opposite conditions are found, whether it 
be above or below sea level, we have the violent earth- 
quakes. They occur where through weakness of the 
earth's crust it settles or attempts to settle down to meet 
the receding interior. The fortunate thing in regard to 
these manifestations is that the work of nature is so 
gradual as to be almost imperceptible. The settling of 
the surface is so deliberate, even when many severe 
strains come, that it is almost impossible to detect it- 
with the best instruments. 


Viewing the State of California as a whole, it has as 
few susceptible places as any other coast country, and 
many less vulnerable spots than interior or coast coun- 
tries where volcanoes have existed at comparatively re- 
cent periods. The Sierra Nevada Mountains and their 
extension to the south, the Sierra Madres,.in California; 


are the oldest ribs on the American continent west of the | 


Great Lakes and the Mississippi. These form the back- 
bone of the State, and being so old and firmly-settled. 
are an insurance against any general or serious disturb- 
ance in California. " 

Tt has been urged that the Coast Range is more recent 
and is an element of weakness. While it is true that 
the Coast Range is younger than the Sierras, it is com- 
posed of the same class of tertiary rocks found through- 
out the Rocky Mountain region, which has never been 
prone to earthquakes. In addition to this, the entire 
Coast Range of California rests securely at the base of 
the Sierras and so close to them that it is strengthened 
and supported to an unusual extent. It is also underiaid 
by the full measures of early sedimentaries of which the 
Sierras are composed, making the earth’s crust 
there than in the Sierras themselves. ‘ 

" 1t falso known that the Coast Range is generally ris- 
ing and not sinking at the present time, which is the 


very best symptom. Earthquakes of severity occur 
where there is a subsidence, and not along rising ter- 


races. As to the conditions where severe seismic dis- . 


turbances have occurred in California, these are in ac- 
cord with the general laws as laid down hereinbefore. 


At San Francisco, there was in recent geological time a 
subsidence which formed the bay by sinking that por- 
tion of the Coast Range. This created a profound fault 
of magnitude, which accounts for the disturbances at 
that point. 

In Inyo and Mono counties is found a ‘long, profound 
fracture paralle] with the Sierra Nevadas extending from 
Owens Lake to Mono Lake, along which are the most re- 
cent craters in California, and from which flowed the 
lava covering Eastern California and Western Nevada. 


In northern Santa Barbara county, between the Santa 
Ynez and Santa Maria Rivers, is a profound fault across 
the Coast Range. On each side of San Jacinto Mountain 
is found a profound fracture due to the sharp angles 
formed by the rising of such a high, narrow mountain. 


These are the only localities tn California, where there 
is danger of severe strains from earthquakes, and these 
are not so dangerous that well-constructed buildings will 
not withstand probable disturbances. In the immediate 
vicinity of Los Angeles there is no weakness in the 
strata, an dthe fractures at San Jacinto are sufficiently 
weak to yield before the coastal plain between the Santa 
Monica and Santa Ana Mountains. This insures safety 
to Los Angeles, since the San Jacinto fractures are also 
sufficiently distant to make the shock light near the 
coast, exactly what occurred in the San Jacinto earth- 
quake of December, 1899. F. C. FINKLE.

Practical Experience in New Mexico. 
_ B. R. Buffham of Roswell, N. M., gives some interest- 
ing experiences with poultry culture in New Mexico, 


which affords suggestions of a practical nature to breed-. 


ers generally: 

“Incubators have worked well, eggs have been unusu- 
ally fertile. This spring has been a successful one for 
poultrymen in this section. This year we made a change 
in our brooders, using small colony houses, 8 feet by 10 
feet with round hover brooders, and a scratching shed 
adjoining on the west end, 6 feet by 8 feet, with one-inch 
mesh wire. We built our colony houses by making a 
frame of 2x4 lumber, covering with tar paper on the 
north and east, over the tar paper we used cedar shin- 
gies; on west side one-half covered with ten-ounce duck- 
ing, on south side a large door, and also window, covered 
with ducking. The.brooders made for outdoor use we 
remodeled by taking off the tops, made frames same size 
and covered with ducking, thus giving ventilation with- 
out draft. Our chicks raised under canvas have done 
well. One lot hatched on February 28 have at this writ- 
ing (April 16) left their brooder, and some have gone to 
roosting. These colony houses can be moved about by.a 
horse, while the scratch shed, which is quite light, can 
be easily moved by two men. We stake it so the wind 
cannot move it. As the chicks grow older, we intend to 
take the brooders out of the houses,+ put in roosts and 
thus make winter quarters for twenty hens. Experience 
has proven that stronger and better fowls can be raised 
with single brooders than with our old pipe brooders. 
Last November we made a hatch of Single Comb White 
Leghorns; the pullets laid their first eggs on March 2, 
just four months and ten days old. Our spring hatch 
pullets do not lay until over six months old: the fall 
hatches lay as Many eggs as the spring hatches, but the 
eges are smaller.

OW are the mighty fallen, out Colegrove ways, 
Hee the mattock has been laid to the roots of that 

great line of eucalyptus which has been the pride of 
the Cahuenga. There is only one other left now of equal 
size in the suburbs, and the encroachments of commercial 
orcharding may soon obliterate that. Standing alone, 
#ny one of a score of the Colegrove trees would be a dig- 
nified individual; whirling past a whole row of them, one 
sees the spectacle of the whole alignment, and does not 
realize what a magnificent growth has been made by 
these giants till they are fallen and severed into stove 
wood. Los Angeles herself has not more than vied with 
— these trees in phenomenal growth, yet she is responsible 
for the destruction, for how can we have town lots, and 
walks, and especially curbings, where twenty square feet 
is monopolized by the trunk of one great shade tree? 
Fortunately there are hundreds of out-of-the-way places 
now being planted to the eucalyptus to dot the landscape 
with perennial green. Soon this will divide the fuel 
trade more equally and provide against the discomforts 
of a coal famine. ; 


| Raising Trees for Fuel. 


_-& SUBSCRIBER living on Avenue 53 writes that he has 

some cheap land which he wishes to forest for fire 
wood. He asks for information as to length of time re- 
quired to grow trees large enough for fuel at a profit, 
what kind of soll is required, and the amount of water 
necessary. How many cords can be cut from an acre at 
5 years’ setting, or ten? I do not know where to find 
specific information upon the yield of wood-lots per 
acre, and if I could give it there would be but little value 
in the information. Soils and environments differ so 
materially that precedent would not be worth much. 
Any good, heavy soil will produce the blue gum at a rapid 
rate of growth with little or no irrigation after the trees 
are well started. It is useless to plant upon dry, grav- 
elly soils, or exposed hillsides unless the moisture neces- 
sary can be supplied by Irrigation. While these trees 
would grow to some extent, they would never produce 
wood in profitable quantities. But especially good for 
this purpose are hollows, flats and heavy hillside soils. 
If the writer has waste land of the required fertility and 
not exposed to the desiccating winds and sun heat too 
directly he should succeed well anywhere in this locality 
with the common blue gum. 


7 NE of the heaviest peach growers in this part of the 

State had intended to relieve his overladen trees by 
pruning, but was advised not to do so. It is an inoppor- 
tune time to chance any experiments in this line when 
peaches bid fair to be so profitable. Of course it is re- 
assuring to hear that this fruit needs thinning, for it has 
been some time since we have heard of even a fair crop 
in-a majority of the orchards... But there is only one 
way to improve the crop, thé old-fashioned way of thin- 
ning. Pruning severely enough to materially lessen the 
load of fruit would distort and weaken the trees in time 
of the greatest drain upon their strength, especially 
where the trees have been trained with the principal 
portion of the bearing wood toward the center of the 
trees. The peach crop at Toluca and other portions of 
the San Fernando Valley will be fine. This is the sixth 
consecutive season this section has escaped the frost. A 
’ grower at Toluca tells me there will be a heavy planting 
_. of new orchards if the favorable outlook continues. 


Sizing Tents. 
N a letter from S. A. Pease, Horticultural Commis- 
sioner of San Bernardino county, the writer contro- 
- verts the opinion expressed here two weeks ago regarding 
the sizing of tents for fumigation. He uses oak extracts 
and thinks it a decided benefit to the cloth, as well as in 
increasing the imporosity of the tent. The tents are 
no heavier and handle well after being processed. 
James Millis, superintendent of the Arlington Heights 
groves, writes that he has decided to dip his fumigating 
‘tents in a solution of tannin, he having just ordered a 
large outfit of new tents. There is a wide difference of 
opinion as to the utility of “filling” canvas for use in 
fumigation. As far as I can learn, but one scientific at- 
tempt has beep made to determine the holding quality of 
sized vs. unsized tents, and yet it is a matter of vital 
- importance to all users of cyanide. It is time for all

Income. 

HE difference between the gross income and the cost 

of operating the private car line’s cars is the amount 
that would be saved if the railroads handled this busi- 
ness in their own equipment, and cared for perishable 
products at a nominal cost while en route. At the pres- 
ent time this care is so closely blended between the two 
interests that it is hard to segregate—or to state the 
amount that would be saved. Sometimes supposed reli- 
able statements are made from which inferences can be 
drawn which might be used as pointers. Recent public- 
ity made on the subject is as follows: “Only a very few 
railroads furnish refrigeration on a large scale, or pre- 
tend to furnish inspection and re-icing after shipment» 
leave their own lines. Most of the few roads which dc 
this, as the Santa Fe and the Gould lines, maintain s 
separate refrigeration service organization like that of 
the private car lines and charge relatively the same 
rates that the private car lines do. The Gould lines, as 
railroads do not own any refrigerator cars; they do own 
the American Refrigerator Transit Company, which is a 
separate corporation, and ie operated as (my) any other 
car lines are.” The rates of the refrigerator cars owned 
and operated-by the raflroads being relatively the same 
as those of the private lines—the Gould line of refrigera- 
tors being operated the same—this is a pointer as to the 
income of private car lines. An officer of the Gould com- 
pany has made public the following information: “In 
Washington City, on October 19, 1905, the contract be- 
tween the St. Louts, Iron Mountain and Southern Rail- 
way and the American Refrigerator Transit Company 
was offered in evidence before the Interstate Commerce 
Commis¢sion. It showed that the American Refrigerator 
Transit Company received one cent a mile for each car 
traveling both ways, and 12% per cent. commission on all 
freight charges on perishable goods carried in these cars. 
If the private lines charge relatively the same as the 
American Refrigerator Transit Company does, it col- 
lects for mileage, refrigeration and an unknown per- 
centage of the freight charges on all perishable freight 
handled on their cara. The amount of this income is 
what the “Missouri” grower wants to find out.

Damage from Slugs. 
HE greenhouse and garden are particularly Hable to 
the ravages of slugs at this time of the year. In one 
case this garden pest hollowed out lately planted pota- 


‘toes to such an extent that the stan@ was ruined. These 


slimy visitors are from one-half to two inches long, the 
smaller ones seeming to do the most damage. Slugs are 
more difficult to reach on account of their nocturnal hab- 
its, but their work upon garden vegetables or flowering 
plants may be prevented in a great measure by placing 
cabbage leaves, or other succulents of which the slugs 
are found, about she premises. These vests have been 
killed successfully by eprinkling with salt brine.

Alcohol in the Army. 


TYNTIL recently, the alcohol question bas been left 
mainly to extremists—well meaning but impracti- 
cable enthusiasts, who often do more harm than 

good. Of late, however, the evils resulting from over- 


indulgence in alcoholic beverages—especially distilled 
liquors—have come to be recognized by scientists and 


sociologists as forming a serious menace to the life of a 


nation. This is true, not only of the United States, and 
of Great Britain—in which countries there has been for 
half a century a strong undercurrent of sentiment against 
intoxicante—but also on the continent of Europe, where 
a man who drinks water with his meals is regarded as a 
freak. 

As showing how public opinion has changed on this 
subject, it may be mentioned that when the modern tem- 
perance movement first began to obtain hold of the pub- 
lic heart in England the church opposed it strenuously. 
The bitterness against it reached its height when the 
Evangelical Alliance proposed, in 1847, as a subject for 
discussion: “How far the study of physical facts leads 
to infidelity, and the connection between teetotalism and 
infidelity.” Again, about that time, an English clergy- 
man, Rev. H. H. Williams of Stouport, in the course of 
a sermon, said: “All wise men drink wine—when they 
can get it. Only fools and fanatics drink water.” 


Army and navy officials are naturally concerned in re- 
gard to anything that affects the efficiency of the men. 
“In many cases, alcohol is now prohibited,. where it was 

formerly permitted, or prescribed. In Nelson's time, to 

deprive the “jackie” of his regular rations of rum—the 
strongest of all alcoholic beverages—would have been 
cause for revolt, but nowadays cocoa is largely substi- 
tuted, with no complaint from the men. In the United 

States, the canteen has for a time succumbed to the 1ll- 

advised attacks of the prohibitionists, but it will doubt- 
_ Jess be replaced, in the interest of temperance and in ac- 

cordance with the advice of a great majority of experi- 
enced officers.. It is foolish to make no distinction be- 
tween distilled beverages—a comparatively new inven- 
tion—containing 60 per cent. or more of alcohol, and 
light wine or beer, containing from 3 to 5 per cent. In 
Germany, the “schnappsbruder”—the man who habitu- 
ally indulges in raw spirits—is looked upon as beyond 
redemption and beneath contempt, while the honorable 
Mayor, the City Assessor, and the parish priest all take 
their schoppen of wine or beer, and smoke their pipe, at 
the village inn. It is this unreasoning spirit of “aut 
Caesar aut nihil” on the part of the professional prohibi- 
tionists that has done more to retard reform in the con- 
sumption of alcohol that all the activity of the brewers 
and distillers. The Prohibition Year Book shows that 
the per capita consumption of alcoholic liquors—includ- 
ing whisky—has increased during the past 20 years. The 
same spirit that would abolish the canteen and furnish 
no acceptable substitute leaves it to public-spirited out- 
siders to supply some places, as comfortable and cheerful 
as the saloon, where men may spend their evenings. 
The same erroneeus ideas are undoubtedly, to a great 
extent, résponsible for the fact that, in spite of proscrip- 
tive legislation, the per capita consumption of alcoho! in 
America is greater than it was twenty years ago. The 
idea that your average son of Mars will be content with 
soda water and religious tracts as substitutes for his 
beer, his pipe, and his game of cards, is a chimera of the 
inchoate prohibitionist brain, obsessed by the ever- 
threatening shadow of the “rum fiend.” 


It should be added that one of the main causes of in- 
-ebriety is entirely overlooked, both by prohibitionists 
and the practical/reformers. This is the question of 
diet. The craving for alcohol is largely due to dietetic 
errors, of which these four are the chief: 

1. Eating too large a proportion of nitrogenous food 
such as meat. Nature, in order to restore a balance, de- 
mands a quantity of carbonaceous material. Alcoholic 
beverages are concentrated carbon.. A person does not 
crave beer, or wine, with an orange. He does, however, 
with a of cheese, if he is in the habit of drinking 
either beverage. Oranges, by the way, are a good thing 
to “train off” on. 

2. Eating too fast, eating too often, or mixing at one 
meal foods that do not agree. Any of these errors will, 
if persisted in, creaté a condition of chronic gastritis, 
with catarrh and inflammation of the stomach, leading 
to a craving for alcohol in some form. 

3. Nerve starvgtion, through living largely. on foods 

that have been deprived of the natural salts, as in bolted 
flour and cooked vegetables, the juice of which has been 
thrown away. This starves the nerves, and they cry out 
for relief.. The “relief” too often comes in the form of 
alcohol, which is much like throwing oil on a fire. Lack 
of natural salts also leads to a craving for chloride of 
‘sodium, or table salt, which is a slow poison. 
4. Condiments and spices. In this is included table 
galt, which is a sort of “teaser” for alcohol. You never 
saw oranges, or strawberries, or apples, on the free-lunch 
counter of a saloon, did you? No; but you may always 
find ripe cheese, and highly-spiced sausage, and ham, and 
salt herring, and salted pretzels, and salted Saratoga 
chips, and other salt food.

instituted about sixty years ago, we will note that many 
more scientific reasons are set forth now than at that 
time.. This is accounted for as follows: While the en- 
deavors for temperance were in the main directed against 
the excessive use of liquors at that time, today the ques- 
tion is a battle against the habit of drinking, and one for 
total abstinence. The champions of abstinence see op- 
posed to them a solid phalanx of men of science and cui- 
‘tured persons of all classes who defend the principle that 
‘only the misuse of alcoholic beverages is to be combat- 
ed, that the cultured by neo means would dispense with 
stimulants, and that they were not suffering injury in 
their use in moderation." Both contending parties have 
often directed their battle less against alcoholic bever- 
ages than against each other, and have sought to con- 
vince with numerous arguments in their favor, among 
which, of course, statistics have played an important 
part. Discussion keeps the forces alive and their spirit 
aroused. To this fact we should no doubt be thankful 
that so important a question does not remain dormant. 

“With the great reciprocal relation between the army 
and the people, and the quite extraordinary requirements 
of the service, the question could not possibly be kept out 
of the army and navy. Under these circumstances, ex- 
aggerations were not wanting. These statements are not 
confirmed by the history of former wars, in which the 
army used drink in large measure. Notwithstanding 
this nowadays so many demands gre made upon the in- 
telligence and physical well-being of the man, that the 
army authorities of all countries found vital reasons to 
take up the question of the effect of alcohol upon the effi- 
clency of the army. The result could only be restriction 
and prohibition, for all professional men are united on 
the fact that the abuse, and in many instances the use, 
of alcoholic beverages cripples those very qualities that 
are indispensable to a good soldier. 


“The English were the first, In their expeditions to hoi 
climates—for instance, some twenty years since against 
the Ashantis—to forbid whisky entirely. Kitchener's 
rigorous measures in the Soudan. campaign are well 
known. Yet alcohol was used, according to army reports, 
by 2.1 per cent of the effective strength in 1899, and 2.6 
per cent. in 1901 and 1902. Quite recently the English 
Navy Department has issued orders against the use of 
alcohol by its officers and the sale of whisky to officers 
under 20 years of age. Officers with big wine bills are 
to be admonished. A great number of English naval offi- 
cers belong to ‘abstinence societies.’ - 


“In the United States of America, the good, together 
with the bad, was rejected by the W.C.T.U. Association, 
whose efforts after seven or eight years, resulted in the 
abolition of all canteens in the garrisons. The result of 
this act was that in the first five years after the enforce- 
ment of the measure, sickness from an acute drinking 
frenzy increased 22.65 per cent. and venereal diseases 
160.94 per cent. Ag the soldier no longer had a place for 
recreation in the garrison, he sought his pleasure out- 
side, and there found his whisky and prostitution. The 
increase in alcoholism in the army of the United States 
in 1901 to 1902 was 21.82 per cent., 1902 to 1903 22.65, 1903 
to 1904 24.69, an dverage in the last ten years of 23.26 
per cent. 


“The French army, since May, 1900, has prohibited the 
sale of whisky, not of wine and beer, in the garrisons. 
By an order of January 15, 1901, each captain is charged 
with instructing his men frequently in the danger of 
dipsomania. Now, there is a lively complaint that the 
licensed whisky-houses in the vicinity of the garrisons 
have increased decidedly in number, and the soldier 
would rather spend all his time when off duty there than 
at the canteen, where beer and wine are foo dear for him. 
Propositions to remedy this state of affairs have been 
made. The officers have been admonished to set a good 
example.

Returning to the question of alcohol in the army, ic is 
of special interest to note that the subject has begun to 
arouse interest in the most perfect fighting machine the 
world has ever seen—the army of the Fatherland. Fol- 
lowing is a contribution to the leading military journal 
of Germany, the “Militaerische Wochenbiatt,” or “Mili- 
tary Weekly,” by Surgeon-General Dr. Koerting. The 
translation was made, and has been kindly sent to The 
Times, by Lieut.

To facilitate digestion, and build up nutrition during 
the rest cure, massage and electricity are employed daily. 
Diet he properly regards as a most important factor, and 
pays tribute to the sedative and tonic influences of cold 
water, when the patient is accustomed to its use. 

In referring to insomnia, the author touches on a sub- 
ject that is very seldom mentioned, but is undoubtedly 
a very frequent cause of insomnia, as the editor knows 
from experience. He says: 

“In many instances, the accumulation of gases in the 
stomach and intestines, by pressing on important orgaus, 
notably the heart and lungs, induces sleeplessness in- 
directly.” 

A wet pack is recommended, in common with other 
hydropathic measures, also massage, hyptiotism and 
auto-suggestion, in the treatment of insomnia. 

When it comes to a discussion of diet, the author 
makes some grave mistakes, as is to be expected from a 
graduate of the “regular” school, which does not give 
anything like a thorough training in food values. He 
says: “It is undoubtedly true that those who exist ex- 
clusively upon meat are capable of greater mental and 
physical exertion than those who consume vegetable 
food.” This absolutely false statement has been so fre- 
quently controverted in these columns that it should not 
be necessary to say more on the subject just now.

The editor would remark once more that the last-named 
amount is excessive, and will inevitably result in early 
resurrection of the liver, and general disgust. Why carn- 
not people be reasonable in these things? 


The author sets much store on health suggestions made 
by the physician. 

As symptoms of what the author calls splanchnic neu- 
rasthenia, he mentions relaxed abdominal walls, protru- 
sion of the abdomen, gas accumulation in the bowels, in- 
creased abdominal tenderness, enlargement of the liver, 
and insufficient lung development. He says it is specially 
encountered in individuals with vigorous constitution, in 
whom the question of an unhygienic life does not enter 
into consideration. Among the exercises recommended, 
the author omits to mention one that should be most ex- 
cellent for this complaint, namely, the use of an iron 
ball, weighing perhaps as much as ten pounds, that may 
be rolled over the stomach and bowels morning and 
evening, for ten minutes or so. 

The author warns against the use of purgatives and ca- 
thartics. He advises the use of what he calls the “sinu- 
soidal electric current.” 

The author fails to give due prominence to a most im- 
portant method of relieving this abdominal pressure, 
namely, by assuming a correct upright position, whether 
standing or sitting. The stooping position assumed by 
30 many people is the main cause of many allments.

Cheap Food. . 
T is announced, from San Francisco, that the food sup- 
ply of the refugees is running short. In such a case 


as this, it is a great pity that the authorities know so 


little of food values. Fortunately, the best food is the 
cheapest food. The poorest paid sweathouse hand could 
be thoroughly nourished for less than half the cost of 
the food she starves on. About half a century ago, in 
time of stress, in Bavaria, Count Rumford made some 
remarkable demonstrations along this line, that are often 
quoted. 

What the authorities in San Francisco, should do is to 
establish along hygienic lines, soup kitchens, in charge of 
men who understand food values. White flour and meat 
are very dear foods. White flour is a starvation food, 
and a pound of steak, costing perhaps 20 cents, contains 
only one-third as much nourishment as a pound of wheat, 
or beans, costing in quantity, from one to two cents. 
There is, of course, little nourishment in soup, but it is 
comfurting. 

By adopting a well-balanced dietary, composed of soup, 
with some pulse, as a base, together with grain of vari- 
ous kinds, and pulse, peas, beans, lentils—with such vege- 
tables as may be had—it would be an easy matter to feed 
100,000 people two good meals daily for $3000 a day, in- 
cluding the cost of cooking, or less than $100,000 a 


month. And they would be much healthier in every 
way than when they were boarding at home, at a restau- 
rant, or at the St. Francis.

This ie also an excellent thing for headaches. The 
skin needs air, as well as the lungs. When you cannot 
well go barefoot, dispense with socks, and wear slippers. 
Wear easy shoes. Avoid woollen socks. Use rubber 
soles. Avoid heating foods, and eat plenty of cooling 
foods—fresh fruits, salads, green vegetables. Keep the 
bowels open. 

The following article is contributed to The Times by 
Dr. Howell, chiropodist. It furnishes a strong argument 
in favor of going barefoot, for a short time daily, as fre- 
quently advised in these columns. You need not, how- 
ever, prance downtown that way, or stick your bare feet 
under the noses of others: 

“Few persons are aware of the really wonderful con- 
struction of the human foot, and its influence upon the 
health, comfort and success of the individual. 

“The skeleton or bony framework of the human foot 
is constructed after a most marvelous model; it contains 
twenty-six (26) bones, and no less than three (3) distinct 
arches, one along the inner, one ng the outer, and one 
across the foot. These combined ‘make the plantar arch. 
and are held in position by ligaments and the long ten- 


etretch across the concavity of the arch like a bow- 
string across a bow, and as the ligament is elastic, it 
tends to return to its original length each time it is 
stretched. 

“The structure of the foot from a mechanical point of 
view is admirable, for while each joint allows only a 
limited amount of motion, yet, taken as a whole, it is 
pliable and very strong. For this reason it is very im- 
portant that the feet be not crowded into footwear which 
does not fit them. “The shoe ghould protect the foot, not 
distort it, and when fashion arrogates to herself the 
right to determine the shape of the feet, she steps out- 
side her province, and consequently nature will revenge 
herself by the infliction of corns, bunions, in-growing

France made £4000 more on the snuff it sold last 
year than it made in the year before, and the weight 
of snuff sold was something over 86,518,000 kilogrammes, 
or, if you care to make the calculation, about twice that 
amount of pounds in avoirdupois. And the amount which 
the snuff taking habit put into the coffers of the French 
treasury last year was rather more than £2,000,000.—
